1 only know that, from the 
point of view of the Russian Revolution, England seems to bo 
a vast nightmare of blind folly, separated from the continent, 
incl-d from the world, by the sea, and beyond that by the 
trenches, and deprived, by some fairy godmother who was not 
invited to her christening, of the imagination to realise what is 
hapiK-ning beyond Shouting in daily telegrams across the 
wires from Russia I feel I am shouting at a drunken man asleep 
in the road in front of a steam roller. And then the news¬ 
papers of ms weeks ago arrive, and I seem to see that drunk, 
sleeping fool make a motion as if to brush a fly from his nose, 
and lake no further notice of the monstrous thing bearing 
steadily towards him. I love the real England, but I hate, 
more than I uatc anything on earth (except cowardice in looking 
at the truth) the intellectual sloth, the gross mental indolence 
that prevents the English from making an effort of imagination 
and realising lunv shameful will l>c their position in history 
when tiie story of this last year in the biography of demo¬ 
cracy comes to lie written. I low shameful, and how foolish. 

. . . for they will one day lie forced to realise how appalling 
ate the mistakes they committed, even front the mere bestial 
standpoint o! self interest and cx|tcdicncy. Shameful, foolish 
and tragic beyond tear* . . for the toll will be paid in 
English blood English lads will die and English lads have 
died, not one or two, but hundreds of thousands, because their 
elders listen to men who think little tilings, and tell them little 
things, which are so terribly easy to rc|*at. At least half our 
worst mistakes have been due to the under-estimation of some 
person or force outside England, and disturbing to little men 
who will not realise that chaos has come again and that giants 
arc waking in the world. They look across Europe and see 
huge things, monstrous figures, and, to save themselves, and 
from respect for other little lazy minds, they leap for the easiest 
tawdry explanation, and say, "Ah yes, bogies made in Ger¬ 
many with candles inside turnip heads I " And having found 
their miserable little atheistical explanation they din it into 
everybody, so that other |ieople shall make the same mistakes, 
and they have company in folly, and so be excused. And in 
the end it Irecnnics difficult for even honest-minded, sturdy 
folk in England to look these bogies squarely in their turnip 
faces and to see that they are not bogies at all, hut the real 
article, giants whose movements in the mist are of greater 
import for the future of the world than anythin? else that is 
happening in our day. 

I think it possible that the revolution will fail. If so, then 
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ns failure will not mean that ii lines its importance. The 
Frcin.ll Revolution gave a measure of freedom to every nation 
in Europe, although •* failed most untidily in Franco nnd 
i niled in a dictator and a defeated dictator at that, and for 
tin brave clear-sighted France foreseen by Diderot and Rous¬ 
seau substituted a France in which thought died and every one 
was free to grub money with a view to enslaving everybody 
else. The failure of the French Revolution did not lessen the 
ardour which the ideas that sprang from it poured into tho 
minds that came to their maturity between 1795 and 1801. 
And perhaps it was that failure which sharpened the conflict 
of the first half of the nineteenth century, ia which, nftcr all, 
many candles were lit and fiercely, sue cssfully guarded in 
the windy night that followed the rcvoh.iionury sunset. Let 

the revolution fail. ..alter, if only in America, in 

England, in France, in Germany, men know what it was that 
failed, and how it failed, who betrayed it, who murdered it. 
Man docs not live by his deeds so much as by the purposes of 
his deeds. We have seen the flight of the young eagles. 
Nothing can destroy that fact, even if. Inter in the day, the 
eagles drop to earth, one by one, with broken wings. 

It is hard here, with the tragedy so close at hand, so inti¬ 
mate, not to forget the immediate practical purpose of my 
writing. It is this, to set down, as shortly as possible, tho 
story of the development of the Soviet p.nver in Russia, to 
show what forces in Russia worked against that [lower nnd 
why; to explain what exactly the Soviet government is, and 
how the end of the Soviet government will mean the end of the 
revolution, whatever may lie the apparent character of any 
form of government that succeeds it.

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My dear Gregory. 

I tra adding this private note to my letter of intro¬ 
duction for Ronaotae in order to otute to you more fully 
my own views regarding the extraction from Rueaia of [niss 
Shelepina} Thia lady who, although not a Bolshevik herself 
hoe been working under the Bolsheviks since the October 
revolution, was frequently of great assistance to me during 
the past year in Husria. (She was a civil servant under 

the Tsar's Govt, as also under Karenoky and now under the 

Bolsheviks). 

During the Autumn of 1918 and the winter of 1919 she 
was working with Ransoms 

and was 

incidentally instrumental in getting out of Russia the 
numerous Bolchuvik papers and literature which Ransome sent 

on to you. m February of this year she returned to Rusaia 

with .ansoi-ie 

She is now in a difficult situation and exposed to danger 
from two sides: (1) from the rc&ctionariea who no doubt would 
like to hit at Runsono throutfi her and (2) from the Bolsheviks 

in the not unlikely event of thoir turnin S suspicious of 
Ransome. 


The latter is most anxious about her fate and considers 
himself morally responsible for her safety. He would be 
extremely grateful if the F.O. could aid him in this mutter 


and grant her a visa for England where he is quite prepared to 
guarantee her political non-existance. From personal 
knowledge of the lady I think we can aafoly do this. 
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that we have overything to gain in granting this request.' 

Hanaorae, who I think has in many ways been wrongfully 
abused, hae behuvod with commendable moderation since his 
return to England and hae steadily refrained from accepting 
tho numerous invitationo which have been hurled ut hia head 
by the extreme i.abour section in thiB country. I have soon 
a good deal of him during the past few years und have also 
had aevoral conversations with him since he returned home. 

L do not mean to suggest that he would wilfully be driven 
to an open attack on H.U.O, by an inconsiderate refusal of 
hia request but I do think that he feds very deeply his 
.responsibility towards this girl and that it would bo had 
policy on our part to drive hie -to desperation, I feel 
convinced that if his requoet were granted euofy aotion would 
have beneficial results.

ARTHUR RANSOME. 




Arthur Ransoms- arrived in England 3 days ago. He was 
expelled from Sweden by the Government on account of his 
Bolshevist aotivlt'oo, and with the Bolshevist Legation to 
Sweden (Vorovnky and Litvinoff (formerly of London),which 
wae oxpollod at Lite name timo, returned to Moscow with hie 
mis trees in January 1010. 

M.I. thought that hie opinione were all camouflage. 

Our evidence goon oil the way to prove that it wae not eo. 

Ask LOCKHART (who wae in Moscow to the last), if R. is a 
Bolehevie t. 

R. wan nominally the correspondent of the "Daily news" 
in Sweden and in Ruoela and sent that paper and also M.I., 
sufficient matter to eocure their nrlvilegeB and pay, a nd 
t o he ab le to ccmo hack to this country . 

R. was in Moscow until P.0th January "this year, with hie 
mietreen, with whom he haa been living since Deoomber 1917, a 
Rueelan Jewess who, when R.wae in Moscow at the earlier date 
had been put on him to oompletn the ’catoh' of this useful 
foreign correspondent,, by Trotzky, whose Secretary she was 1 . 1 .

he is merely 'sitting on the fenoe': that 1 ! is to say that they 
admit that he is seriously inclined tc Bolshevism. Lookhart, 
the former British consular representative at Moscow, soys 
that R. is an enthusiastic but dangerous fools he is emphatio 
that he is a Bo'Vshnviut, in creed and in personal activities. 







Sharp is the Editor of the "New Statesman": a Socialist. 
He was in Stockholm as the "Times" Correspondent and, unoffic¬ 
ially as ohiof representative of Er'tish M.I. in that city. 
Sharp has never been to Russia, he cannot sneak Russian and 
has no knowledge of that country. He hue been very direotly 
under the influence of Raneorae and Litvinoff (who was expelled 
from England (introduced by the former), with whom ho is asso¬ 
ciating and sympathising. 


Sharp 1 b, of course, violently anti-intervention. Sharp 
was notorious for always avoiding sources and oiroles which 
were anti-Bolshevist.

work and also ! .r. certain personalities. 
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well, wore to ask him not to write In the “Dally Hews", and 
were to give him reasons, I have no doubt that he would 
l-efrain. • 

I would specially omphosise in conclusion that S.76 may 
be regarded as absolutely honest. If you ask him any queo- 
• ttons about his numerous activities In Russia, you will get 

the exact truth. His reports about conditions In Russia 
may also oe relied upon absolutely with only the proviso that 
his view tends to be colourod by hlB personal sympathies with 
men like Litvinov and Radek. He will report what he sees, 
but he does not see quite atraignt. 

I would suggest that he should be allowed to enter 
England without any difficulties or any suggestions that 
he is regarded as a suspicious person. If it 1 b considered 
necessary (as I feel sure it will not be) to take any kind 
of action against him, thero will be plenty of opportunities 
for that at a later stage, after he has reported, and has been 
given anepportunity of explaining anything which may be 
alleged against him.

Ilis pn*i- 
linn n.s a (Jovcriiment ollicial, hn said, precluded 
him from referring to two of the most interesting 
phases of the Russian question—namely, (lie 
Allied policy in regard to Russiu and the foreign 
| policy of the Bolsheviks. I laving traced tlie rise 
| of Bolshevism, which meant the dictatorship of 
the proletariat, with inlcmntionnl llolsBcvism for 
| it>* ultimate goal, Mr. Lockhart said amongst its 
| adherents were many brave and sincere men, 
however much they might be misguid'd. The I 
movement was essentially n non-wxirkl lg man's

I do not know how much is known In London 
of ARTHUR RANSOtE'a activities here, or whether his 
daaraWRAS nr A TAlhg allowed to go through and be 
publlnhod In the"Dj}lly News", but It certainly ought 
to bo understood hon completely he Is In the hands 
of the IJolshevlks. lie seems to nave persundod the 
Location that ho hoc changed his views to some extent 
hut this Is certainly not the case. He olalms, as 
has already boon reported to you, to be the offlolal 
historian of the Bolshevik movement. I suppose this 
Is trio, at all events It Is true that he Is living 
her® with a lady who was previously TROTSKY's private 
secretary, that ho spends the greater part of his 
time In the bolshevik Legation, where he Is provided 
with a room and a typewriter, and that he Is vory 
nervous as to the effect which his present attitude 
and activities may have upon his prospects In England. 
I also know that ho h"S lnformod two Russians that I, 
personally, am an agent of the British Government, and 
said that he had tills Information from authorltlve 
cources, both British end Bolshevik. Rc seems 
therefore to i.e working pretty definitely agalnet us. 
He submits moat of hlo despatehe. to BASSET^DIOBY, 

Who la t. friend of his, for the purpose of consulting 
him an to whether thin or that passage roveala too 
much of his reel attitude and will damage him In 
England.
